‘‘Bhe Wore a Wreath of Rozea”’ was 
sold by the composer for £2 102. When the 
copyright came to be sold the auctioneer’s 
hammer fell at £500. 

George Barker allowed the ‘ White 
Squall” to go for 49 shillings, though after 
Mesers. Cramer had realized thousands 
by it they eent the composer a check for 
£100. 

Leslie's well known song, “ Four Jolly 
Smithe,” was recently sold for £262 10a, 
and that beautiful Scottish melody,** Afton 
Water,” by Alexander Hume, for £160. 

For ‘‘ There’s a Good Time Coming, 
Boys,” Henry Rueeell received £2, for 
“The Mamiac,’ 41, and for‘* Man the 
Lifeboat,’ 102. Yet all these songs have 
been a source of immenee pofit tothe masic 
sellers. 

“« Grandfather's Clock” was for a eeason 
one of the moet popular ditties of the nine- 
teenth centary. ‘(housands of pounds were 
made by it, yet Mr. E. C. Bertrand got only 
a few shillings for the copyright. 

“Cheer, Boys, Cheer,’ which the regi- 
mental bands pluyed when the British eol- 
diers were starting for the Crimea, and 
from which the publishera have realized 
many thousands, secured for Henry Russell 
only £3. 

Everyone knows the song *‘ Alice, Where 
Art Thou?” Mr. Wellington Gauerneey, 
the compoeer, offered it to several publiehers 
for a £5 note, but they refused the bargain, 
only to find, to their sore annoyance and 
dismay, that it eventually attained an im- 
menee ssle. 

Balfe’s song, ‘Come Into the Garden, 
Mand,” was composed for Mesare. Boosey 
& Co. and was published on the royalty 
system. Shortly after it became popular 
Balfe ecld his royalty to the flem for £100. 
Now the copyright, if pat into the open 
merket would ron into four figares. 

From “ God Bless the Prince of Wales” 
(which may be called the Welsh national 
anthem) the publishers arc suppoeed to 
have netted thousands of pounds; yet all 
that Mr. Brinely Richards the composer, 
received for the copyright was £20. The 
publishers did afterward give him 100 
guineas as @ bons on ita success. 

For that very pretty and popular song, 
** Kethlcen Mavourneen,” the compoeer, 
Mr. F. N. Crouch, received just £5. The 
game sum wa; paid to Milton for “ Para- 
dise Lost." The copyright ia now in the 
bande of a London firm, who paid £552 for 
it,and poor Crouch some years ago was 
looking death in the face through starva- 
tion glaeses 

Perbaps the most remunerative song of 
recent times, so far as the compostr was 
concerned, was “The Lost Chord,” from 
which alone Sir Arthur Sullivan realizes a 
handsome income. At {iret Sir Arthur was 
glad to part with the copyright of his 
songs for 5 or 10 guineas, but since his 
pame became famous he has published 
only on the basis of a royalty on each copy 
sold. The one of his better-known songs 
which he sold outright was ‘“‘ Sweethearts,” 
for which the Messrs. Chappell paid him 
£700.—New York Mail and Ezpress.

4 STORY OF THE DAY. 


Lord George Jeffreys ashe Appeared Dur- 
ing the “ Bloody seizes.” 


Who is not a¢qusinted with the blood- 
stained and infamous record of Lord 
George Jeffreys, of England? The stcry 
of the * bloody assizes,” in which be is the 
central figure, will continus to be read with 
horror and amazement to the end of time. 
It bas no parallel. Perhaps the b2st 
acccunt of itis given by Macauley in hia 
history of Englerd, though every writer of 
note who has hsd occasioa to touch upon 
it has grown elcquent in describing ita 
horrors. The author of the brief eketch of 
Lord Jefireyaia the British Eucycioped:a 
says: ‘ It waa in this ‘bloody aesizs’ that 
he wasto deepen tke stain thst already 
tarnished his fame, and to make the name 
of Judge Jeffrey's a synonym for monster 
of bicodthirsty cruelty, blasphemou: 
rage, and bratish intemperance. In 
the ‘campaign he gave rein to 
his ferocity; hs waa maddened with 
aleughter; and hia appetite fcr blood grew 
with what it fed on. The horrible glare 
of hia eye, the cavsge lines cf bis face, biz 
fierce ehoata of wrath, terrified and con- 
fused guilty and innocent alike. With 
hatefol canning he let it be braited that 
the cxuly hope of mercy ley io pleading 
guilty, acd by this cold-blooded artifi-e 
lightened hie labors. He had a powerfz! 
incentive to active butchery; the vacaxt 
post of lord chancellor was to be won by 
good service. The estimates cf the number 
of his victims vary : the officiel returns to 
the treasary was 320; Lord Lonedele saya 
700, and Burnet 600. Upward of 800 were 
transported to the West indies as slaves, 
while othera only eacaped by purchasing 
their perdona from the judge at most ex- 
orbitant rates.’ When King James fled 
Jeffreys made an attempt to escape to 
Hamburg, but was ceptared, and after 
narrowly escaping desth at the bands of an 
infcriated mod, was thrown into the tover 
of London. There he lay for some 
months, tortured by anguish of mind and 
body, dying miserably on the 18:h of April, 
1689. 


Mr. Gladstone on the First of Genesis. 


In Good Words for April Mr. Gladstone 
comments at length on the creation etory 
as given in the first chapter of Genesie. 
He does not think that the days of creation 
were either days of twenty-four hours or 
geological periods. ‘It sceme to me,” he 
gays, * that the days of the Mossiet are 
more properly to be deacribed as Chaptera 
in the History of the Creation. That 1s to 
eay, the parpose of the writer in epcakiog 
of the days wa3 the eame as the purpose of 
the historian is when he dividcs his work 
into chaptere. His object is to give clear 
and sound instraction. Sothat hecan do 
thia, and io order that he may do it, the 
periods of time assigned to eac’ chapter 
are longer or shorter according as the one 
or the other may minister to better com- 
prehension of his subject by his readers. 
Farther, io piat of chronology, his chap- 
tera often overlap. He fiads it needful, 
always keeping hia end in view, to pureue 
some narrative to ita close, and then, 
stepping backwarcs, to take up some 
other series of facte, although their 
cxordium dated at a period of tim: which 
he has already traversed. The resources 
of the literary art, aided for the lest 
few centuries by printiog, enable 
the modern writer to confront more casily 
these diflicultics of arrangement, and 60 to 
prea:nt the material to 1 is reader's eye, in 
text or margin, as to place she tcxtare of 
his chrovology in harmoay with the tex- 
ture of the action be hadto relate. The 
Moseiet, in hie endeavor to cxpound the 
orderly devclopment of the vieible world, 
had no such resourcee. His expedient 
was to ley hold on shat which tothe mind 
of hia time was the best example of com- 
plete and orderly division. This was the 
day, a idea at once simp'e, definite and 
familisr. As one aay is divided from 
another not by any change vieibleto the 
eye ata given moment, yet effectually by 
the board chasm of intervening night, so 
were the etages of the creative work several 
and distinct, even if, like the lapse of time, 
they were without breach of continuity. 
Each had its work, each hed the beginning 
and the completion of that work, even as 
the day is begun by ite morning and com- 
pleted and concladed by ite evening.” Mr. 
Gladstone expounds this ingenious theory 
at considerable length and in an interest- 
ing way. There are other readable contri- 
butions in the number.

Unhealthy Work for Laundresses. 


The laundrese earns from $3 to $78 
week, with an average of from $5 to $6. 
She works in rcoms where pipes leaking 
and dripping clothcs keep the floor wet 
most of the time. In winter the water 
freezes and the floor is covered with ice. 
She mast always be provided with two 
paire of shoes, aeshe cannot wear the water 
ecaked ones in the street. Indeed, a com- 
plete change of apparel is necessary io 
winter. The ironing rooms cannot be ven- 
tilated, laundrymen claim, becauee it is 
impossible without admitting smoke and 
soot from the outside. The irons are 
heated on great furnaces in the center cf 
the room, that they may be easily acces. 
sible from either side, and the heat at all 
ay oppressive, in sammer intolerably 
so. In this, as in most employments, 
there #8 too much difference between the 
wages paid to mep and women, and convict 
labor reduces prices.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

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SHOULD HORSES BE SHOD. 


Interesting Discussion Carried on at the 
Lendon Animals’ Institute. 


“ As the public are bing invited to view 
acoliection of horseshoes at the Animal's 
‘ratitute, anda series of papera are beicg 
ica a onthe art of horseshoeing, the ques- 
tion whether oue borees should be shod 
at eli might te raised opportunely,” says 
the Patil Muil Gazette. ** Use and wont 
have so accustomed us to shod horses 
that it will appear to many to be es absuri 
to discuzs the practice as it woald be to 
begin acontention asto the wearing of 
boots. But it is not by any means the fret 
time that the wisdom of nailing an iron 
sboe on the hocf of horees hss been called 
in question. Some years ago the matter 
was hotly debated, whin the edvocate cf 

system came in for the abase 
acusliy awarded to the pioneers ia any re- 
form. The Royal Society forthe Prevention 
of Cruelty of Animals #130 give it out that 
they would prosecute any one who rode 
or drove a horse without shoes, being con- 
vinced that it wou'd be a piece of craelty to 
doo. If they are still of the same mint 
they need not lack @ sabject for proseca- 
tion, as we know cf more than one owner of 
horees who bas converted theory ixto 
practice. 

A doctor in considerable practice in the 
corth cf Londen has becn driving one of 
bia horses for vear!y a year past without 
shoes, and his expesizice confirms in the 
fullest degree the views of the Rev. J. G. 
Wood, aa eet out in his bock on “ Horse 
and Men," a perusal of which induced 
bim to make the experiment. When the 
eboes were firat removed the hoofs were 
soft, and in order that they may herden 
and s9 retarn to the natural conditios, 
the horse was kept ona hard door in the 
stable for thre2 months. That isa cosily 
but necessary preparation where shoes 
bave been used, bat later economies wili 
more than balance the account. As the 
close of the period named he was put to 
work, and, notwithetanciog the teer and 
wearin all weathera and on hard and soft 
roads indiscriminately, the toofs are 
to-day perfectly sound. 

Frost makes no difference to the epre- 
footeinesa of the canshod anims!, and 
whil the brother practitioners 
were confined to the stable owing to the 
elippery condition of the roads, he went 
his rounds with abéolate safety. 

This ia a clesr demonstration that a 
horse can do traction work without shoes 
with distinct advantage both to the ani- 
mal and the owner. And the Rev. J. G. 
Wood contends that it can do saddle work 
alzo, better than when shed, on any de- 
scription of road. Veterinary surgeons, 
farriera and grooms may be ekeptical, but 

ractice is better than theory. The fol 
owing are the advantages which one of the 
author's correspondents sets out as the re- 
euls of hia personal experience. 

1, F.ve orsix pounds per annuu: are saved by 
non-shoeing, including the frost uails in winter. 

2. Cau gallop on @ road covered with ice, when 
otter horses are uct gafe even with the use of 
frost nails, 

3. The weighvof the shoes is taken off the feet, 
which is a cousiderable help to the hors. 

4. The foot, being fat from the frog and duwn 
to the ground, leaves no receptacle for stones.

Becauee I could not give her the 
money she required she shot herself twice 
with my revolver. I tried to recall her 
to consciousness, but when I saw that 
she waa dead I wanted to put an cud to my 
own life,” and Bleviceky showed the com- 
missary that part of his car had bzen shot 
away. M. Cazianeuve, who kai, on recciv- 
ing information of the crime, proceeded to 
make e brief examioation of the room 
where it was committed, pointed cut to the 
prisoner that all the evidence be had col- 
jected pointed to the falsity of his etate- 
ment.

KEMMLER WUsT DIE. 


The Oaly Question Now ie Who Will 


Kxecate Him. 
A Waszbington despatch esya regarding 
the Kemmler case: Lhe cours says it is 
urged in Kemmler’s bebaif that the 14th 


amendment is a probib.tion on the State 
of the imp sition cf crael end unusual 
paniebment. 1he origin of the phrase, the 
court eaid, wes io the English Act of 
Settlement of 1658, and meant that bar- 


barous methods of panishment should not 


oe inflicted. Is meant thete men should 
not be senterc:d to death by torture, but 
did not mean that the death penalty itself 


was cruel. Thechangein form of death 
was within the legitimate epbere of the 


legislative power of the Btate. The Legis- 
lature of the State of New York determined 
that it did not inflict cruel and unuszal 
puoishment, and ite courts have sustained 
shat determination. ‘Tais court cannct sce 


shat the prisoner vas been deprived of dus 
process of law. In order to reverse the 


jadgment this court woald be compelled to 


hoia that the Court of Appeals bai com- 
mitted an error 80 groas as to ceprise the 
prisoner of bia constitational rights. The 


court has no hesitation in saying it cannot 


do thia. 

An Albany despatch says: The next 
step to ba taken io the courts in the 
Kemmler case will be the argument of the 
appeal from the decision of Coucty Jadge 
Coriett, of Cayuga county, denying a writ 
of habeas corpus, asked for oa the ground of 
the anconstitationality of the power con- 
ferred on Warden Darston in the execu- 
tion of criminals, which power is claimed 
to be vested in the eheriff of the county 


Buffslo Jane 3rd. This appeal does not 
aff.ct the death penalty itself, or the crime, 
or manner of the execution, and it is ex- 
pected the General Term will diepose of it 
in time to aliow it to ba carried to the 
Court of Appeals at Saratoge Jane scasion.

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ENSILAGE FOR FEED.

Ensilage on Small Farms. 


Ensilege would probably be an impor- 
tant article of food on every farm bat for 
the fact that the farmers who own email 
ferms fear the cost of constructing a eilo, 
end labor uoder the — shat it is 
lacking in nutrition. Ensilage ie nothing 
more than green food preserved in @ succu- 
lent condition by exclading the air (es is 
done, ia a certain degree, with canned goods 
of all kinde). Ensilage bas been preserved 
in meny ways, the farmers of Fracce hav- 
ing simply buried the material in trenches. 
In this country, where corn can be grown 
in every section, it is found more econo- 
mical to use it for ensilege than any- 
thing elee, bat clover or any of the 
graeses may be pat in the silo if preferred. 
Asilo may bee pit, a strong bin or any 
kind of a receptacie that will eustain great 
pressure and that is air-tight. A barrel in 
a hogshead, the barrel surrounded by earth 
orany material that excludes the sir, is 
ote kiad of a ailo, thocgh a email one, and 
the corzer cf the barn or celler, boxed and 
made stropg . ni tight, answers the por- 
psee. Or the eilo may bea trench in the 
ground. It is whatever may be used, ac- 
cording to the device of the farmer, pro- 
viding it answers the purpose intended, 
whether for preserving large or email 
qnantities of green food. Corn, planted 
thickly in 1:owa and cultivated urtil theeare 
begin to gleze, is used on most farms. It 
is cat in the fields and the stalks hauled to 
the bern, where the etalts and ears are 
paseed through a catter (in the same man- 
ner as,when cutting cured{corn fodder), the 
stalks being cut into skort lengths, the 
shorter the better, and then packed 
closely in the silo. When the silo is full 
heavy weights are placed on the material, 
in order to firmly prcas the ensilage into a 
solid, compact mass. The weights, which 
may be of stones, or anything suitable, are 
laid on boards which cover the ensilege. 
As the contents of the silo begin to settle 
the weight cause3 the material on the top 
to settle down more closely to the lower 
portiors, and all the epaces become filled, 
until the mass ie as compact as if preesed 
with a mechanical press. Hydraulic 
presses sre sometimes used instead of 
weights. As ensilage may be grown cheaply 
it will be found valaable to the farmer in 
wicter,evep when be has plenty of hay or 
grain, as it affords sacculent food to stock 
at e scagon of the year when dry food only 
can be obteiced. It promotes the thrift of 
stock and increases the flow of milk in cows 
by reason of its succolency, and eerves a 
Gietary purpoee that renders itall the more 
importaut. Where prcp2rly constracted 
silos can be built there wiil be bat few 
opponents toensilage In fact, opposition 
to it ssems to have ceased, and it only 
remains for {srmers to give it a trial to be 
convinced of its edvantagee. 

The Culture of Asparagus. 

A peper read before the Michigan State 
Horticaltural Society by Charies W. 
Garfield gives the best practice at the 
present time for the culture cf this table 


vegetable. The great improvementa meade | 


by ths Argentu'l gardeners in France, 
more than twenty years ago, which have 
been gradually extending since that time, 
are fully acopted in substance in this essay, 
and instead of the four feet distances be- 
tween the plants, both ways, of the French 
gardeners, @ single row, with the plants 
threo feet apart, extends across the garden. 
Five feet being allowed on cach side, a 
strip of land ten fect wide is given to the 
row. A large crop of eome other vegetable 
may occupy @ portion of this strip. The 
plante in a few years will form crowns a foot 


in diameter, with shoote an inch or more 
in diameter. This accords with oar own ex- 


perimente. For planting, a wide and dee 
trench is plowed, so that when co 


the crowzs of the plants will be siz inches 
below the level of the surface. The depth 


will admit plowing over them in either di- 
rection. Clean cultivation is to be given, 


inetead of the commeniy recommended 
application of salt. As the plentation will 
last helf a centary, care should be teken 


that the work be well cone at the com- 
mencement. Mr. Garfield hee used the 
refuse salt from @ hide-packing eatab'ish- 
ment, the Jarge amoont cf contained eni- 
mel matter adding to its eflivieacy—the 
more tho amount of the animal «matter 
and the icss of salt, the better. Oaecf the 
best fertilizers is barn manure Two years 
are required from the planting to the first 
moderate picking. A knife should not be 
used for collecting the shots, but they 
shoald be brokea off with the hend. 

Among the cnemies of this crop the 
catworm is recuced in numbers or de- 
stroyed by clean and continucus caltivation 
in spring, and by autamn plowing. 

Value uf Good Brood Bai es, 

Good brood mares ere a fortune on the 
farm. Keep all the good mares and con- 
tinue to grade up, thet each succeeding 
generation will be better bred and reise 
better colte; The mares can do the farm 
work and raise valcable colts, while a geid- 
ing or a male isa useless expense On 8 farm. 
When all our farms are stocked with brood 
mares and greater care given to breeding 
the better class of horees farming aill be 
more profitable, for there is no product of 
the farm thet eelle for better money then 
good horses, and the brood mares work for 
their keep Lesides.— Western Agriculturist. 

Cultivating Geraniums, 

Geraniums must have any Icading shoots 
sat back to make them throw cat leterals.
